'Hies and towns. It led to mass meet- 
ngs being held, one of which was held 
at Covina, when all the cities and 
towns were represented. Talk of di- 
•iding the county was strong. 
This 


plan on the part of Los Angeles city 
ms never been entirely dropped, and 
he distribution of Owens river water 
s one of the plans in connection with 
he city and county consolidation. The 
ounty board of freeholders, which has 
been sitting for some time in an effort 
to frame a charter that will be placed 
before the people for voting this fall, 
has been influenced, it is said, by pres- 
sure brought to bear for this consoli- 
dation, although no plain statement 
to this effect has yet been made. 


Whether the citizens of Covina city, 


and the ranchers on the outside, will 
look upon a city and county consolida- 
tion with favor is a question that can- 
not be answered at this time. The 
tentative plan, as advanced by Los 
Angeles, was found in the Los Ange- 
les Times yesterday morning, and it 
is interesting reading.

Nordberg engines are- 
ifting water with a Byron Jackson 
centrifugal pump, and a booster pump 


1 m&dilnory la sending the stream 


along a pipe-line for four miles to the 
big reservoir. 


For a matter of something like six 


months the pipe line has not been up 
to what it should be in carrying water, 
and a good deal of repairing was done, 
until now the line is tight and efficient.' 
No report haa yet been made regarding 
the efficiency test, which was attempt- 
ed but not satisfactorily completed 
this w^K' 
The plant will produce 300 inches or 
more with its first unit, which is now 
in operation, and will undoubtedly pro- 
duce twice that amount when the sec- 
ond unit is installed. 


NO CHANCE OF SHORTAGE. 


Superintendent J. R. Elliott of the 


Covina Irrigating Company said yes- 
terday that the company had not 
thought of starting the pumps at 
Lordsburg, but that, if the summer 
should be unusually dry, the pumping 
machinery of the company can easily 
keep the water supply up to a point 
where 
all consumers will be given 


their share. The gravity flow from 
the San Gabriel canyon is keeping up 
well this year. Advices from the can- 
yon are to the effect that the water is 
higher than last year at this time. But 
the directors of the 
company 
feel 


doubly assured that the season will be 
well supplied with water, now that the 
Baldwin Park plant is in operation. 


About 150 feet from the twenty-six 


inch well at Baldwin Park, another has 
been put down, which is to be a part 
of the second unit system. This well 
already has water in abundance stand- 
ing at eighty feet from the surface, 
and during the last five days, while 
three hundred Inches of water was be- 
ing taken out constantly every minute 
of the day and night, the new well 
lowered its water level but about two 
feet. 
This 
shows that the gravel 


strata at this point is so well filled 
that there is practically no such thing 
as exhausting the subterranean sup- 
ply. 


Superintendent Elliott said yester- 


day that the new well was practically 
finished, but that the machinery had 
not yet been contracted for. The well 
will be fitted with a centrifugal pump 
of some kind, as the amount of water 
o be lifted is too great for the pump- 
heads of other methods.

Lemon trees are obtained by bud- 


ding on orange roots or young trees. 
The lemon is a more rapid grower 
than the orange, with the result that 
the sap wood which carries the fluids 
up the tree, and the bark which car- 
ries the return flow, hare a greater 
carrying capacity than those of the 
orange. The sap wood will have no 
difficulty in taking care of all the 
fluids the 
orange root can supply. 


Neither would the bark of the lemon 
have any trouble in carrying the re-' 
turn fluids to the point where it joins 
the orange root, or in other words, .o 
the bud-joint, where it meets with an 
obstruction on account of the inability 
of the fine grain of the orange to take 
care of the supply as fast as furnished 
by the lemon, with the result that the 
fluid sours and breaks out. in the form 
of gum.

ALFALFA AS MANURE. 


Dr. Cyril G. Hopkins Has Created 


Discussion On Its Value When

alfalfa instead of manure for fertili- 
zation, says Western Enterprise. 


Dr. Hopkins's statement was to the 


effect that the grower is foolish who 
hauls his alfalfa away and sells it, 
and then turns about, and buys ma- 
nure with which to fertilize the ranch. 
The time ought to come when the 
orchardist will have a few acres on 
which he can raise alfalfa to use for 
fertilizing the orchard. That perhaps 
the citrus trees in the near future will 
be planted so far apart that the alfalfa 
can be raised in the spaces between 
and plowed under.

In buying manure it depends largely 


upon the manure itself. Straw at 4 
cents per foot would be dear, especially 
if in order to make up tonnage the 
hose has been turned on to "prevent 
spontaneous combustion." But the an- 
alysis shows that ton for ton of dry 
material the straw is worth more than 
the manure. Again it should be re- 
membered that corral-dried manure is 
worth more than this analysis would 
indicate. This analysis being for the 
excrement as voided with the mois- 
ture in it. Again, if the manure has 
lain on piles so as to fire fang it way- 
have lost large amounts of nitrogen 
in the form of ammonia. When a pile 
of manure smells so very strong, it is 
evidence that this loss is going on. 


Now to get back to the alfalfa. It is 


our judgment that this value shows 
that at present prices, $12 to $15 per 
ton, 
the alfalfa is too dear for ma- 


nurial purposes. But it is often pos- 
sible to buy slightly damaged hay at 
much less cost. There are also times 
when the price of alfalfa drops much 
below this price. That is the time to 
buy for this purpose. 
Another thing 


to guard against is the amount of 
moisture in the hay. Often hay com- 
ing from the field contains large per- 
centages of original moisture. 
This 


would reduce the analysis value of 
the hay materially. 


fn the use of either of these ma- 


terials there is a value not accounted 
for by the analysis, which should not 
be lost sight of, and should especially 
be reckoned with in comparing them 
with 
organic 
commercial fertilizer. 


We refer to their organic mechanical 
influence on the soil. 


Dr. Hopkins is doubtless right that 


our citrus trees are too closely plant- 
ed. All the orchards with which we 
are familiar that have been planted 
twenty-five to thirty feet apart have 
developed much larger trees and are 
w i t h the same care more productive 
than the closely-planted ones. But all 
the experiments we have noted in 
planting 
alfalfa 
between the trees 


have indicated its ^practicability. The 
plants draw so heavily on the mois-

Judge Walter Bordwell of the superior bench of Los Angeles county 


lias announced that he will retire from his present position at the end 
of his'term. He will not be a candidate to succeed himself, and says 
that he needs'a rest, that he promised his wife he'would not accept 
another nomination, and that, after an extended vacation he intends 
to take up the practice of law, thereby being enabled to bettor his 
fortunes. 


When the editor of the xVrgus was secretary of the grand jury dur- 


ing the time that the inquisitorial body was deliberating on the Mc- 
Namara indictments, opportunity was given to become acquainted 
with Judge Bord well's methods as a jurist, The members of the 
grand jury at that time were'not always in accord with the judge. 
In fact, there were several occasions when the members of the grand 
jury and the judge differed widely in opinion. The contentions"were 
sharp and serious at times. 


But the editor wishes to speak his admiration for this man, who as 


u jurist, has no equal in this county and perhaps on the Pacific (-oast. 
The strain of the McNamara trial which this judge presided over was 
a national one. Outside opinion in tremendous volume would have 
been launched into this ease had it not been that this adamantine man 
stood like a rock, and forced all parties participating to abide strictly 
by "the law and the facts." 


No man can realize this achievement until a thorough study has 


been made of this case and of the temperamental characteristics of 
the American people. 
That justice would have been defied, debased 


and dethroned from the pedestal if the newspapers and the corner 
crowds had been allowed to sway the character of the trial is not 
doubted by the sane minds of law. but it was a. surprise to hundreds 
of close followers of American jurisprudence when Judge Bordwell 
succeeded in excluding all sensationalism. The records of this law- 
suit will be good to look upon several decades from this writing. 
and to Pacific coast court procedure this case marks a milestone. It 
is mournful to contemplate that among the important cases involving 
much excitement and advertising, this case has almost no precedent 
on the Pacific coast. 


Judge Bordwell may never preside over another lawsuit after this 


present term expires. But the brains and the judgment of the man 
will continue to guide, direct and decide for peoplefi wherever he may 
be, or however occupied. Such men are all too rare.

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Lime Increases Growth 


Of Bacteria In Soils

Every fanner knows from exper- 


ience that sometimes the land needs 
an application 
of 
lime 
for its im- 


provement, but for a long time neith- 
er science nor practice could give a 
satisfactory reason for this fact. Re- 
cently the beneficial action of lime 
has been recognized to be the result 
of physical, 
chemical, 
physiological 


and bacteriological forces working In 
harmony. 


The physical effects of liming were 


found to be dependent upon the char- 
acter o't the soil. An application of 
lime on heavy clay soils causes a floe- 
culation of 
the 
fine 
particles and 


thereby materially improves the tilth, 
increases aeration, and facilitates the 
circulation of water. On light, sandy 
soils lime causes a reduction in por- 
osity and thereby increases their wa- 
ter-holding capacity, limits oxidation 
processes and favors bacterial activ- 
ity. 


The chemical effects of liming are 


mainly those dealing with the action 
of potash and phosphoric acid as es- 
sential plant foods. 
The 
action of 


lime in liberating potash from insol- 
uble compounds is so pronounced that 
it has led many experts to regard lime 
as an indirect potash fertilizer. I" 
like manner 
lime applied 
to soils 


that contain phosphorous in iron and 
aluminum 
compounds reacts 
with 


these substances in forming calcium 
phosphate—one of the most available 
forms of phosphatic fertilizers. Lim- 
ing in such a case is therefore regard- 
ed as an indirect application of phos- 
phoric acid. 
Another chemical effect 


of lime is its neutralization of acid 
substances which accumulate in soils 
as a direct result of the growth of 
crops and the decay of humus. If 
lime or other bases were not occasion- 
ally applied to the land these acid 
substances would accumulate in such 
large quantities as to decrease pro- 
duction and render cultivation unpro- 
fitable. 


ing available to plants the nitrogen 
in soils to which nitrogenous fertil- 
izers has also been applied. In these 
tnsts the results, when taken as a 
whole, were exceedingly uniform. It 
was found that whatever method was 
jemploye/d to test the 
ammonifying 


power in soils, application of increas- 
ing amounts of ammonia, which is, of 
course, a readily available source of 
nitrogen. 
Likewise, the general con- 


clusion in the nitrification tests was 
that applications of lime cause In- 
creasing nitrate production according 
to the amount of lime used, the gains 
being 
almost 
proportional 
to the 


amount of lime up to 3 tons an acre. 
With reference to the accumulation 
of nitrate in soils, it was found that 
applications of lime led to their slight 
increase.; and in tests of nitrogen fix- 
ation the application of 3 tons of lirne 
in all cases seemed the most profit- 
able from the standpoint, of actual 
nitrogen fixed in the soils.

BACTERIAL GROWTH INCREASED. 


The chemical and physiological ef- 


fects of liming are closely related. 
Acid conditions in soils not only di- 
minish the supply of avaidable plant 
food, but have a direct physiological 
effect on the plants themselves. Nat- 
urally this effect varies with the plant 
as well as with the form of the acid 
substance and the existing soil con- 
ditions. In neutralizing such acid sub 
stances lime has a direct physiolog- 
ical effect on the plants. Further 
more, the relation of calcium to mag- 
nesium in soils is of vital importance 
to the physiological functions in plants 
so that by altering the calcium-mag 
nesium normal ratio in soils through 
the application of lime plants ma> 
be benefited or Injured to u greater or 
less extent. 


The more recent development of the 


science of bacteriology has revealec 
the fact that there are many unsolvec 
problems relating to the effects o 
lime on the growth and activities of 
soil bacteria. For the purpose of solv- 
ing these problems the Iowa Exper-, 
iment Station' undertook a series of j 
elaborate experiments on the bacter-, 
iological effects of liming. 
The 
re- j 


suits were recently published in He-; 
search 
Bulletin No. li, of that sttv- 


tion. The branches studied related to 
the effects of lime on the increase or i 
decrease of soil bacteria, on ammoni- j 
fication, formation of nitrates, nitro-J 
gen fixation and denitriftcation in soils, j 
The methods employed were virtually 
the same in each series of experiments, 
there being check samples and soils 
treated with lime at the rates of half 
a ton and one, two and three ions 
an acre, respectively. These amounts 
of lime were maintained in all the 
experiments 
reported. 
The 
couclu- j 


sions reached as to the effects of! 
lime on these different aspects of the 
problems may be summarized as fol-j 
lows: 


Applications 
of 
lime 
in 
varying 


quantities increased the number of 
bacteria by a minimum of 173,000 to a 
maximum of '-',171,000 per gram of air- 
dry soil. The results of bacterial in- 
crease beiug considered as a whole, 
it was 
found that 
applications of 


ground limestone increased the bac- 
teria in the soil rather uniformly. The 
larger the amount applied—up to 3 
tons an acre—the greater the number j 
of bacteria. On the other hand, a nat-; 
ural increase in bacteria has a ten-j 
dency to obscure the effects of liming, 
whereas a natural decrease makes i 
them, more pronounced. 
The actual 


number of organisims present in the 
same soil at different times, when 
kept under greenhouse conditions, i» 
exceedingly variable. 


The experiments relaiiug to ammo- 


nificaiion. nitrification, forum! on of 
nitrates, and nitrogen fixation in soil* 
had for their object th« determina- 
tion of, the- effects of ihe applicaiiou of 
varying (jtbntities of lime in ic-u-'.er- 


The 
denitri fixation experiments 


showed 
that 
there was a complete 


transformation of the nitrate into pro- 
tein and that no loss had occurred as 
a result of testing the dentrifying pow- 
er of the soil in solutions and in beak- 
ers. Similarly In the soils themselves, 
as much being present, at the end as at 
the beginning of the experiment. "The 
reason for this lack of denitrification 
might be the absence of denitrifying 
bacteria, or it might be that the con- 
ditions of the experiment were not 


ptiinum." 
To test the accuracy of the labora- 


ory a field test was made with oats 
s a crop, and the conclusions from 
his experiment are as follows: Ap- 
plications of lime up to three tons an 
•\cre increased the crop yield; half- 
ton applications of lime cause a very 
small increase; the nitgogen content 
In the crops increased 
much more 


rapidly than the yield itself; and the 
:rops from the soils that receive small 
amounts of lime contain more nitro- 
;en than those from the check soils, 
though the weights are virtually the 
iaine.

WATERING HORSES AT NIGHT. 
In an inspection of over 150 of the 


leading livery and boarding stables in 
Boston and vicinity by representatives 
of the Work-Horse Parade Associa- 
tion, particular attention was 'paid to 
the matter of watering horses at 
night. 
In publishing the results of 


this investigation a bulletin states 
that all authorities agree, and exper- 
ience teaches, that city horses should 
be watered between 8 p.m. and mid- 
night; but it was found that less than 
half of the stables visited give their 
horses water after 7 p.m. 


"A horse conies in hungry, nnd he 


wants his supper so much that he will 
drink but little, and he ought not to 
drink deeply at that time, even if he 
wanted to," was the way a stableman 
put it. "Then he eats a quantity of 
tlry, heating food. He shouldn't have 
water right after eating; but if he 
doesn't get a good drink two or three 
Ijours later, he will go through the 
night thirsty, and the heating food 
will burn out his insides for the lack •' 
of water that is needed to give the 
nourishment of the food a chance to 
do the good it ought to be doing." 
Moreover, a horse not watered at 
night is very apt. to drink too much In 
the morning'. 


This night-watering is not only com- 


mon humanity in hot weather, but it! 


IK almost equally valuable in winter.! 
For appetite comes with the bracing I 
effect of cold weather, and horses eat ; 
more than they do in summer. 
Con- j 


Hequently, if this extra food is to do j 
its part in giving the horse power to! 
resist the cold and the strain of win-! 
ter work, water must be given at the 
time when It will do the most good. \ 
Nothing does BO much toward giving 


The effect of this night-watering on 


the blood and general circulation is 
far-reaching. 
The thirst that follows 


the digestion of a meal is the call of 
nature for the water that is needed to 
help the good of the food to get into 
the flesh and blood of the animal; 
and equally important is the part play- 
ed by water in sending the waste mat- 
ter out of the body with the least pos- 
sible wear and tear on the organs that 
perform this 'indispensable duty. A 
horse that remains thirsty all night 
cannot be expected to last so long as 
one that is watered at the proper time. 
A distinguished veterinary surgeon re- 
cently remarked: 
"Going too long 


without water causes more colic in 
horses than anything else does."— 
Orchard and Farm.

How Much Do You 


Pay For A Clear Title? 


Announcement that X. \V. Thomp- 


son of Alhambrr. will be n candidate 


for re-election to the state senate 
from the Tliiity-fiftli district admon- 
ishes us to call attention to the fact 
that a determined effort is to be made 
in the coming legislature to render 
operative the Torrens land law which 
went into effect fifteen years ago, 
but which, owing to the heavy initia- 
tory cost, has 
not been of avail to 


the public. The first decree for reg- 
istration of title under this act was 
granted by Judge Thomas of the su- 
perior court of San Francisco four 
years ,-igo. After reciting the facts 
as to ihe possession and ownership 
of the property the decree quiets, es- 
tablishes and confirms the applicant's 
title and directs the recorder or reg- 
ister of titles in the city and county 
of San Francisco to register the land 
described in the petition pursuant to 
the provisions of "an act for the cer- 
tification of the transfer of real es- 
tate approved March 17, 1807." 


If this land act which the San Fran- 


cisco realty board, after a searching 
investigation, fully indorsed, ever gets 
into general operation it will prove 
a great boon to realty owners, vastly 
reducing the cost of abstracts, trans- 
fers and guarantee 
titles, which as 


every victim knows is unconscionably 
excessive. 
Moreover, 
it 
will place 


real estate upon exactly the same 
plane as bonds and stocks so that the 
title, once registered, may be trans- 
ferred by the cancellation of one cer- 
tificate and the issuance of a new one 
to the purchaser. Such a system will 
make it far easier to pledge realty 
as collateral for a loan. Under the 
Torrens act land may be made just 
as available and as quick an asset as 
any form of personal property. 
The 


cost of transferring property under 
the system is greatly reduced. 


In Illinois the Torrens system is 


gaining steadily in confidence and in 
New York the plan has met approval. 
It is a tribute to the energy and ever 


watchfulness of the tiUe and abstract, 
companies.of this stato that although 
the Torrens land law has been effect- 
ive since 1807 only one decree has is- 
sued, under the act. There is, we be- 
lieve, only one defect in the Cali- 
fornia law, which it is proposed to 
cure at the coining session of the leg- 
islature. This is the state's guaran- 
tee that the title is perfect, which 
guarantee 
elsewhere 
is- supported 


from a fund created by a very small 
tax upon the purchase price or value 
of the property on each transfer. In 
addition, the law must be mandatory, 
otherwise the banking institutions now 
closely affiliated with the title and ab- 
stract companies will compel borrow- 
ers to get their 
titles 
guaranteed 


through these subsidavy concerns and 
thus render the Torrens law nugatory. 


Without in anywise reflecting upon 


Mr. N. W. Thompson's character, we 
desire to point, out the unwisdom of 
sending to the state senate a man in 
the employ of one of the largest ab- 
stract corporations in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, whose predilections and inter- 
ests naturally will be inimical to the 
amendment of the Torrens act, through 
which it will become generally opera- 
tive, to the great benefit of property 
owners of the state, but decidedly the 
reverse to Mr. Thompson's company 
and others in like business. Lest we 
may be deemed unjust in this conclu- 
sion, we point to the fact that the law, 
excellent as it is, has been rendered 
inoperative largely through the rep- 
resentatives of abstract companies, 
here and elsewhere, whose presence 
at Sacramento has not been of a whol- 
ly unselfish nature. It is possible that 
Mr Thompson has been requested to 
relinquish his known ambition to rep- 
resent the new Ninth district in con- 
gress, because he will be needed at 
Sacramento next winter, rumors of 
the proposed action in regard to the 
Torrens 
law 
having 
undoubtedly, 


reached the ears of those vitally in- 
terested in retarding its operation. 


Rev. Dana W. Bartlett To Speak.

day evening, July 14, Rev. Dana W. 
Bartlett, D.D., of Bethlehem institu- 
tional-church, Los Angeles, has been 
secured by the local W. C. T. IT. as 
the speaker.

THE FARMER'S INTEREST IN THE 


CANAL. 


Congress has been trying to devise 


laws for the government and operation 
of the Panama canal. The main ques- 
tion has been and will continue to be 
some means of preventing the trans- 
continental railways from neutralizing 
its advantages. They will do it if they 
can. It is their business to maintain 
their high freight rates, and if they 
can kill competition by running their 
own ships through the canal they will 
rule on sea as well as on land. In fact, 
some of them are now building ships 
for that purpose. We know, of course, 
that only American-built vessels may 
engage in our coastwise trade—that 
is to say, no foreign-built or foreign- 
owned vessel is allowed to carry any- 
thing between ports of the United 
States. And freight" from San Fran- 
cisco to New York through the canal 
is coastwise business. 


In order to forestall the railroads it 


was originally proposed that no ves- 
sel owned -or controlled by railroads 
should be allowed to pass through the 
canal. This was thought to be too 
drastic, however, and so the commit- 
tee of the House voted to place in the 
President's hands the power of deny- 
ing the use of the canal to ships that 
were shown to be operated by rail- 
roads for the destruction of competi- 
tion. The danger is that the modifica- 
tion will go so far t'nat it will be vir- 
tually a surrender to the railroads. 


With right competition the Panama 


canal means, to the farmers of the 
East, cheaper fruits, cheaper lumber 
and 
cheaper 
South 
American pro- 


ducts; and to all the farmers of East, 
West and South it means wider mar- 
kets-\ We must remember that when 
the 1010 census was taken 62,159,001 
of our people lived east of the Mis- 
sissippi; 
and that this number has 


increased. It includes three-fourths of 
the farmers. To keep the canal out 
of the reach of the railroads means 
benefit for all these people. The Pan- 
ama question, ought, therefore, to be 
a live topic in every farmers' meet- 
ing in America.—County Gentleman.
